Hospital board to decide 
self-insurance tonight 


The Lompoc D istrict Hospital may 
become one of the first self-insured 
hospitals after tonight when the Board of 
D irectors m eet to decide on what should 
be done about its intolerable m alpractice 
insurance prem ium rate. 
Several months ago, the hospital was 
paying $3,000 a m onth in prem ium s. The 
rate jum ped to $12,000 under a new 
policy — the only one available on the 
m arket. 
Board 
president Harold 
Thompson 
indicated two weeks ago that the board 
will probably take the self-insurance 
route rath er than paying $144,000 a year 
in rates. 
A dm inistrator Ken Wicks said this 
m orning he knows of no other hospitals 
that are presently self-insured. 
“ T here has been plenty of talk about 


doing it,” he said, adding “ I can’t say for 
certain that the board will take th at step 
tonight.’’ 
Thompson has also said that the board 
w ill lik e ly vote to in d em n ify th e 
e m e rg e n c y room d o c to rs and th e 
anesthetists, who recently reported that 
they can not afford to work in the 
hospital because their m alpractice rates 
are increasing to $36,000 in January. 
When asked if there is a g reater risk to 
being self-insured com pared to being in­ 
sured by a com pany, Wicks said, “ It’s 
hard to say. There are advantages and 
disadvantages to both.’’ 
Under self-insurance the district will 
build up a reserve fund and monies from 
that will go to pay for legal defense and 
claim s, should they be aw arded. If a 
claim exceeds the reserve fund, the dis­ 


trict has the pow er to levy a tax. 
T axpayers already pay two district 
taxes: 20 cents for m aintenance and 
operation and 14 cents for bonds, 
“ The advantage to self-insurance is 
that someone m ight think twice about su­ 
ing the district because he would be real­ 
ly suing the people, including him self, 
for m oney, not an insurance com pany.’’ 
he said. 
“ The disadvantage is that it could be 
very expensive to pay off a claim .’’ 
The district hospital has operated 
since the early 1940s and has had only 
m inor suits, nothing m ajo r, Wicks 
reported. 
“ The hospital has a very good record,” 
he said.

Hart sees little hope for reform

New York City aid bill 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Declaring 
that further opposition was futile. Sen. 
Jam es B. Allen, D-Ala., said today he 
would no longer filibuster against provid­ 
ing federal loans to keep New York City 
solvent. 
“ If we still had the opportunity to kill 
the bill. I’d be willing to debate it until 
the end of the session.” Allen told 
reporters in a Senate cloakroom before 
the sta rt of today’s session. 
“ I t’s futile to discuss it after the votes 
have been counted.” he said 
' Allen predicted a bill to provide the 
money for up to $2.3 billion in short-term 
loans to avert bankruptcy in New York 
would pass Congress before Thursday — 
indicating it might clear the Senate to­ 
day. 
The bill authorizing the loans passed 
early Saturday at the clim ax of a 14-hour 
Senate session in which Allen and other 
o p p o n e n ts 
u s e d 
p a r l i a m e n t a r y 
m aneuvers to block a vote 


He accused som e representatives of 
the m edical profession with failing to 
abide by an agreem ent they m ade with 
the legislature at the tim e of passage of 
Assembly Bill IXX that they would “ live 
w ith” the problem on a short-term basis. 
He said the m easure passed at a prior 
special session “ gets a t the root of the 
p ro b lem ” by lim itin g the am ounts 
m a lp ra c tic e 
litig a n ts can c o lle c t, 
lim iting attorney fees in m alpractice 
cases and providing the m eans for 
weeding out incom petent persons in the 
m edical profession. 
“ It will be two to three years before 
these laws will have any m ajor im pact, 
because insurance com panies will have 
to establish actaurial tables based on the 
new legislation before it will be possible 
to bring the rates dow n,” he said. 
“ Physician groups have not lived up to 
their word in living with the situation 
and are now threatening to strik e,” H art 
said 
“ If anybody deserves special con­ 
sideration.” he added, “ it’s in an area 
like the Lompoc Valley. In Santa B ar­ 
bara or Beverly Hills, m aybe it would be 
best th at some of the doctors leave for 
other areas, but in a com m unity like 
this, the loss of one or two physicians 
would have a serious im pact.” 
H art reviewed the past session of the 
legislature, citing as notable exam ples of 
accom plishm ents the passage of SB 220, 
which provides $88 m illion for school dis­ 
tricts to keep pace with inflation and SB 
160, w hich p ro v id es for co lle c tiv e 
bargaining by teacher groups 
He also cited the m andatory sentenc­ 
ing bill, the m arijuana penalty reduction 
bill, generic drug bill, repeal of the NOx 
m easure and the 55-mph speed lim it 
m easure as significant pieces of legisla­ 
tion 
For the coming year, he foresees the 
avoiding of controversial issues since it 
is an election year, but predicted what 
will be forthcoming on these m atters: 


SB 204 -- This bill providing for an in­ 
creased tax on alcoholic beverages to 
pay 
for rehabilitation program s for 
alcoholics w as vetoed by G overnor 
Brown. An attem pt to override the veto 
is expected early in January. 
P roperty tax relief — Higher assess­ 
m ents have created a serious problem 
for hom eowners, with many persons of 
fixed incom es being forced out of their 
homes. A move to revise the form ula for 
a s s e s s m e n ts is n e e d e d , he sa id 
However, in answ er to a question, he 
stated he does not expect the legislature 
to act irresponsibly and create a night­ 
m are for local governm ents by causing 
them to have to pick up large am ounts of 
slack in revenue caused by property tax 
reductions. He predicts that through 
com prom ise , there is a good chance of 
tax relief next year. The Assem bly Com­ 
m ittee on Revenue and Taxation will 
hold hearings in Santa B arbara on T hurs­ 
day, 
E n v ironm ent —• V oters w ere en­ 
couraged to becom e thoroughly fam iliar 
with a nuclear safeguard initiative on the 
June ballot so that an inform ed vote can 
be cast. The controversial issue will 
have serious econom ic and environm en­ 
tal consequences, he said. 
T ransportation — He is opposed to a 
three-cent tax increase on gasoline and 
says it should be avoided if possible. He 
sees no hope for new highway construc­ 
tion. since the escalating costs a re m ak­ 
ing it impossible to keep up even with 
m aintenance of existing highways Two 
bills are still in com m ittee to im pose a 
state surcharge on the purchase of fuel- 
inefficient new ca rs A survey of his con­ 
stituents shows this is favored by 60 to 40 
per cent 
Oil drilling — He sees no hope of block­ 
ing the sale of offshore drilling leases by 
the federal governm ent startin g this 
Thursday Efforts to intervene have been 
futile, and it is now too late to do 
anything else, he feels

Famed author's wife gets 
deserved recognition

When Irving Stone stepped off 
the Hughes Air West flight on 
Friday a m at the Santa Maria 
Airport, so did Jean, his wife 
Unbeknownst to most people 
she was responsible for getting 
the first book of her best selling 
writer husband published after 
it had been rejected by 18 
publishers 
Since that time - 1934 - she 
has been • indispensable" to his 
work 
Stone, for example, has 
credited Jean for her work on 
his later monumental book on 
Sigmund Freud ( “ The Passions 
of the Mind" i by writing. My 
wife was the editor on the en­ 
tire project 
Her efforts in 
Vienna. Zurich and London to 
secure unpublished and usually 
unavailable research materials 
was little short of heroic 
Without her superb editing and 
polishing of the manuscript, 
which occupied the best part of 
her time for four years, this 
book would have been twice as 
long and half as readable " 
Jean Stone edits her husband's 
books (24 so far), manages 
their business affairs, runs 
their home in Beverly Hills and 
did so for many years while 
rearing two children Plus, she 
continues to involve herself in 
community service organiza­ 
tions. which, she feels, are 
•’vitally important .’’ 
But for years she has had to 
put up with well-intended, but 
demeaning comments by Irving 
Stone readers who meet Mrs 
Irving Stone Comments like 
‘111 bet you’re his inspiration ” 
"That really unnerves me." 
she said later, standing a few 
feet from her famous husband 
as he autographed copies of his 
new book 
‘ The Greek 
Treasure" in The Book Harbor 
book store 
"I don’t like that statement 
for two reasons." she ex­ 
plained "First. I don’t believe 
in inspiration and second, it 
reduces a woman to an airy- 
fairy position, to a non­ 
functioning person 
"I carry my load My hus­ 
band says each of his books 
would take a minimum of at 
least two more years if it 
weren’t for me 
Stone said this and more 
about his wife later that after­ 
noon to a small audience at 
Allan Hancock College In fact, 
during his lecture he referred to 
her 18 times. 
Jean met Irving Stone 41 
years ago when she was 18 and 
he was 31 One day he asked her 
to read a manuscript he had 
written which had been 
rejected for three years by 
publishing houses 
Called "Lust for Life." the 
manuscript was a biographical 
novel of Vincent Van Gogh 
Since it was a new literary form 
(Stone called it a bastard form) 
18 publishers did not want to 
gamble on it 
She read the book and said it 
needed some good editing At 
his request, she did the editing 
and the manuscript was mailed 
to the 19th publisher It was ac­ 
cepted and became an im­ 
mediate best seller 
Since then Jean has been in­ 
dispensable to his work. Stone 
told the Hancock audience. 


BEST-SELLIN G W R IT ER Irving Stone 
autographed copies of his books in Santa Maria 
on Friday and later spoke to an audience at 
Allan Hancock College Jean Stone, his wife, 
was right behind him She doesn’t like to be 
asked if she is his inspiration. 


Another well-intended, but 
demeaning comment Mrs 
Stone has heard and particular­ 
ly dislikes is "And what do you 
do*’" 
"After a while I started 
answering Oh I just do the 
shopping ’ I became bitter and 
it was because I wasn't being 
recognized for my part," she 
related 


Today, however, any bit­ 
terness has been purged and the 
reason is women's lib. 


Opening a copy of "The 
Greek Treasure” and pointing 
to the words ‘‘Edited by Jean 
Stone" on an otherwise blank 
page, she said. "This is the first 
time my name has been listed 
as editor in one of his books 
That is a definite reflection of 
women’s liberation."

There were these new events 
transpiring which could have an 
inhibiting and delaying effect 
on the supervisors' final 
decisions: 
—A new "political problem" 
arose with the claim by a new 
Third District supervisor can­ 
didate - Lee Hockett — that he 
should be allowed to run in the 
Third District race after all. 
His residence was among those 
in Goleta Valley in the process 
of being redistricted to the Se­ 
cond District where there is no 
race this year. 


Hookett is demanding the 
same “ fair treatment” ac­ 
corded to First District super­ 
visor candidate Sidney Smith, 
who successfully resisted a 
move to have his residence 
moved into the Second District. 
Hockett said if he can’t run in 
the Third District he will ask 
the board to redistrict Smith 
hack again 
—In the area north of the

-This could cause Supervisor 
H arrell Fletch er, chief 
architect of a plan to split the 
county, to renew his bid for 
boundary lines to jibe with the 
proposed split His plan would 
be to move the entire Santa 
Ynez Valley into the fourth 
District. Committee proposals 
are to move the valley contain­ 
ing the urban areas into the 
Fourth, but leave the east 
valley area in the Third District 
and put the Zaca Lake area in 
the Fifth District. 
-The board’s split vote on 
having the committee come 
back with three proposed boun­ 
dary lines changes in addition 
to the sweeping original 
changes proposed means that 
there may be a fresh squabble 
today concerning these amend­ 
ments. One proposal to extend 
the Third District westward to 
the west boundary of the Vista 
del Mar School District west of 
Gaviota is certain to be resisted 
by Board chairman Francis H. 
Beattie, who regards the area 
west of Gaviota Pass as his 
own. He particularly wants to 
keep in his Fourth District the 
site of a proposed giant liquified 
natural gas facility near Pt. 
Conception. 
—The committee was also 
asked to make an amendment 
to extend the proposed eastern 
boundary of the expanded 
Fourth District to a site east of 
the town of Santa Ynez. so the 
entire community area could 


be included along with the 
towns of Solvang. Buellton. Los 
Olivos and Ballard. 
-Supervisors also will be 
prepared to vote on a 
backtracking change that would 
prevent candidate Smith from 
being redistricted out of the 
First District race 
-Third District supervisor 
candidate Keith Watkins, of 
Solvang. who stands to be 
redistricted out of the Third 
District race if the present 
proposals are voted, can't be 
happy, either. He, however, 
says there are indications 
redistricting might not happen

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Senate Judiciary Committee 
opened hearings today on the 
Supreme Court nomination of 
Judge John P. Stevens, but 
went immediately into a closed 
session to discuss the judge's 
health and financial record 
There was no indication that 
the committee had turned up 
any information that damaged 
Stevens’ chances for confirma­ 
tion 
But, on a motion by 
Charles M C. Mathias, R-Md., 
the members unanimously 
agreed to an executive session 
Warren Christopher, who 
chaired an American Bar As­ 
sociation 
search committee, 
meanwhile, issued a statement 
repeating the group’s conclu­ 
sion that Stevens meets the 
high standards of competence, 
judicial temperament and in­ 
tegrity needed for the high 
court post. 
Christopher said the ABA in­ 
vestigation revealed Stevens 
had made a “ complete recove­ 
ry” from heart surgery and “ he 
is in excellent health.” 
Christopher also said Stevens 
told the search committee he 
held no outside positions since 
being appointed to the federal 
bench in 1970 and had no possi­ 
ble conflicts of interest. 
Most members of the Judici­ 
ary Committee have said they 
know little about Stevens’ basic 
legal 
philosophy. 
President 
Ford nominated the antitrust 
specialist from Chicago to 
replace William O. Douglas on 
the court. 


None of the com m ittee 
members has opposed Stevens 
nomination as the nation's 101st 
Supreme Court justice. But 
they have reserved judfpient 
until they can question him on 
important issues that may be 
before the court 


In the current term alone, the 
court is considering the consti­ 
tutionality of capital punish­ 
ment, lim its on the rights of 
women to obtain abortions and 
questions concerning whether

BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - 
The Lebanese government, 
fighting desperately to regain 
control in war-wracked Beirut, 
has imposed a 24-hour curfew to 
halt an eruption of weekend kid* 
napings and executions that left 
more than 100 dead 
Interior Minister Camille 
Chamoun clamped the curfew 
on the capital Sunday “ in order 
to preserve the safety of 
citizens.” Beirut has been under 
a dusk-to-dawn curfew since 
Sept. 19. 
His announcement followed 
two days of bloodletting in 
which rival factions killed more 
than 100 persons. The victims’ 
only crime was to carry an 
identity card listing their 
religion. 
Another 100 kidnap victims 
were reported freed after pay­ 
ment of ransoms 
The latest round of violence 
brought casualties in eight 
months of civil war between 
Christians and Moslems to 
more than 4,600 dead and 10,000 
wounded. 
Chamoun warned that “ if the 
situation continues to deteri­ 
orate, the declaration of a state 
of emergency will become in­ 
evitable.” 
Such a move would mean 
calling in Lebanon’s 18,000 man 
army to try to restore order, an 
act consistently opposed by 
Premier Rashid Karami for 
fear it would trigger still more 
bloodshed 
The sudden collapse of 
security came Saturday after 
the buliet-riddled bodies of five 
Christian militiamen were dis­ 
covered in outer Beirut. 
A wave of kidnapings and 
counter-kidnapings then swept 
the city, with hapless motorists 
and pedestrians gunned down in 
cold blood if their identity cards 
proved them to be Christian or 
Moslem in the wrong area. 
Beirut Radio warned citizens 
that all streets in the city were 
unsafe and few persons ven­ 
tured outside. 
Scattered shooting erupted 
across the city and the thunder 
of exploding rockets and mor­ 
tar shells echoed from the 
downtown areas. 


Security forces appeared 
powerless to contain the violen­ 
ce. Firemen and ambulance 
drivers came under fire as they 
tried to extinguish fires or pick 
up wounded persons.

Assistant commerce chief 
sees lower inflation 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - A 
moderation in food and energy 
prices and an increase in 
worker productivity 
should 
cause the inflation rate to come 
down to 6 per cent for the next 
year, predicts assistant Com­ 
merce Secretary James Pate 
said Sunday. 
“Six per cent inflation is still 
unacceptabiy high, though it 
would represent continued im­ 
provement from the 9 per cent 
increase this year and the 11 
per cent increase in 1974.” Pate 
said Sunday. 
But he cautioned that several 
unknown factors such as the 
cost of various fuels could upset 
the forecast. 
World petroleum prices were 
raised an ‘“official” 10 per cent 
in October. But assistant 
Treasury Secretary Gerald 
Parsky said the average rate of 
increase has been 8 per cent or 
less 
Unless there are further ‘‘of- 


ficial" price increases by the 
Organization of Petroleum Ex­ 
porting Countries, energy costs 
to American consumers should 
hold steady or rise only slightly, 
Parsky said at a briefing last 
week 
In addition, the administra­ 
tion’s decision to stop collecting 
a $2 a barrel fee on imported oil 
should help stabilize prices. 
Food prices, another big in­ 
flation irritant for consumers, 
also are expected to moderate 
in coming months, Pate said in 
a federal publication, ‘‘Com­ 
merce Today.” 
“Since early October ... there 
has been a sharp break in farm 
prices,” Pate said. 
The drop showed up last week 
as a 1.2 per cent decline in food 
prices at the wholesale level, 
large enough to offset a 0 6 per 
cent increase in industrial com­ 
modities and leave wholesale 
prices unchanged from October 
to November. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn. (UPI) 
Author and playwright 
Thornton Wilder, who estab­ 
lished his literary reputation 
with a novel showing people in 
their final hours of life, died of 
a heart attack Sunday night at 
the age of 78. 
Wilder, a leading figure of 
20th-century American literatu­ 
re, won the Pulitzer Prize three 
times and the National Book 
Award once He is best known 
for his novel "The Bridge of San 
Luis Rey” and the play "Our 
Town ” 
Amos Tappan W ilder, a 
nephew, said Wilder was sleep­ 
ing when stricken at his home 
in Hamden, Conn The author 
had been in frail health for 
several years, the nephew said. 
A hospital spokesman said an 
autopsy would be performed. 
Wilder’s work was built on 
moral and spiritual themes, 
usually portrayed through hum­ 
ble. everyday characters, such 
as the people of a New England 
village in "Our Town,” which 
won the Pulitzer for drama in 
1938. 
His first Pulitzer, in 1928, was 
for “The Bridge of San Luis 
Rey.” The novel’s five prin­ 
cipal characters, typical Peru­ 


vians from an Andes mountains 
town, are unknown to each 
other, but they share a common 
fate when a bridge they are 
crossing collapses into a 
chasm 
Wilder 
studied and wrote at 
Oberlin College and Yale 
University His first published 
novel was "The Cabala,” writ­ 
ten after he studied archa­ 
eology in Rome in 1920 
He taught at a prep school in 
New Jersey until he became 
famous and prosperous with 
"The Bridge of San Luis Rey,” 
a best seller. 
After two lesser novels, "The 
Woman of Andros” and "Hea­ 
ven’s My Destination,” he 


startled critics and theatergo­ 
ers with the experimental 
theatrical devices of 
"Our 
Town. ” which opened for a long 
run in New York in February, 
1938 
Presented without scenery 
and with a minimum of props, 
the work celebrated the joys 
and sorrows of life in a little 
New England town Hie com­ 
munity was modeled after 
Peterborough, 
N.H., where 
Wilder spent summers. 
He won the Pulitzer again 
after “The Skin of Our Teeth" 
opened on Broadway in 1942, 
casting rays of optimism 
through the gloom of World 
War II

A forem ost laundry authority tound or­ 
dinary hair spray applied to such a stain and allowed to 
dry before being washed oft is also а у cry effective 
rem over. 1 have had such a stain loosen when the 
spray hit it and start to spread on some fabrics but this 
can be wiped away with a tissue and application 
repeated until it no longer liquifies VNash dry spray off 
and stains with it.

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Jury to be told results 
of lineup in Hoffa case 
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Physician slowdown 


to protest rates 


DETROIT (UP!) - Results 
of a lineup test of three New 
Jersey men have been kept 
secret, but the U.S. Attorney 
says federal grand jurors will 
be told whether a government 
witness recognized the trio as 
participants in the abduction 
and murder of former Team­ 
sters boss Jam es R Hoffa. 
The three men have not been 
held on any charges U S At­ 
torney Ralph B Guy Jr would 
not discuss the results of the ex- 
am ination — the w itness 
viewed the three men Saturday 
— but he said Sunday they will 
be given to the grand jury this 
week 
The grand jury has been prob­ 
ing the Hoffa case since early 
Septem ber, but so far has 
returned no indictments. Until 
last week, federal sources said, 
there had been no solid infor­ 
mation about the baffling case. 
In Jersey City, N.J., the FBI 
said it had withdrawn agents 
from an abandoned dum p 
reputedly used as a gangland 
burial site, w here earlier 
reports indicated Hoffa might 
be buried 
But the federal 
agents said Sunday this did not 
mean they were giving up plans 
to dig. 


It was reported earlier in 
New Jersey that authorities 
were awaiting the result of the 
Pontiac, Mich., lineup before 
starting digging operations in 
m arshy landfill along the 
Hackensack River 
Some investigators here said 
the FBI withdrawal from the 
dump, a 37-acre site once 
operated by a man with reputed 
organized crime ties, and the 
fact authorities in Detroit did 
not detain the New Jersey 
suspects pointed to a lack of 
hard evidence in the new Hoffa 
case developments. 
“Remember,” one state in­ 
vestigator said, “ we had a man 
once before who said he saw the 
kidnaping (of Hoffa). That lead 
went nowhere. ” 
In the latest development, 
federal authorities said inves­ 
tigators found two m ystery 
witnesses — one who said he 
witnessed the abduction of Hof­ 
fa outside a suburban Detroit 


restaurant on July 30, another 
who named three New Jersey 
men as “active participants" in 
Hoffa’s abduction and murder. 
The three men were identi­ 
fied in fe d e ra l co u rt as 
Salvatore Briguglio, 47, an of­ 
ficial of Temasters Local 560 in 
Union City, N J.; his brother 
Gabriel, 38, and Thomas A. 
Andretta. 38 
Briguglio was identified as an 
associate of Anthony "Tony 
Pro” Provenzano, a former 
Local 560 president and one of 
three men Hoffa said he plan­ 
ned to m eet the day he 
vanished 
The lineup was conducted un­ 
der federal court orders to see 
if the first secret w itness 
recognized the three men as the 
same men he said he saw ab­ 
ducting Hoffa 
The three returned to New 
Jersey Sunday after their 85- 
minute appearance before the 
mystery witness.

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Physicians in two sections of 
the metropolitan area agreed 
over the weekend on plans for 
work slowdowns, escalating the 
fight by California doctors 
against soaring m alpractice 
rates. 
At least one-fourth of the 650 
sta ff p hysicians a t Santa 
Monica Hospital voted to stop 
all but emergency services to­ 
day to protest the insurance 
crisis 
Dr. Henry Jones, chief of 
staff, said he would join in the 
slowdown, but hospital director 
Robert Craig warned Sunday 
that the action could jeopardize 
the jobs of nonsurgical em­ 
ployes. 
Craig said hospital officials 
are “ studying the prospects" of 
laying off such employes, pos­ 
sibly before Christmas. 
In the San Fernando Valley, a 
group of 60 surgeons who claim 
to represent 1,200 doctors voted 
to stop accepting new patients 
or perform ing elective sur­ 
geries one week from today, 
and to quit practice completely 
Jan. 1. 
The doctors also urged Gov. 
Edmund G. Brown Jr. to con­ 
vene a special session of the 
state legislature to roll back 
malpractice insurance rates to 
the level at the start of the year 
and to in itia te long-term 
reforms to prevent annual rates 
that have climbed as high as 
$45,000 for some physicians. 
“ Doctors cannot afford this 
and cannot pass it on to the 
p a tie n ts," said Dr. 
Louis 
Weintraub, whose wife Roberta 
led last week’s overnight sit-in 
at Brown’s office by Women for 
Malpractice Reform 
State Sen. Alan Robbins, D- 
Los Angeles, told Weintraub’s 
organization, a group called 
Concerned Physicians for Mal­ 
practice. that he expects the 
governor to call a special ses­ 
sion within the next two weeks. 
In the meantime, he said, 
doctors should "engage in a 
massive campaign of public 
education and patient educa­ 
tion." urging legislators to 
eliminate the present system of 
malpractice claims on grounds

“There’s no good solution,” 
he said. "The only good solution 
is for the legislature to act and 
act fast before we get in the 
situation where some poor Joe 
has to have his appendix out and 
there’s no doctor to do it.” 
Assemblyman Willie Brown, 
D-San Francisco, suggested 
that the legislature meet in 
special session and "put itself 
in the business of w riting 
malpractice insurance” as a 
stop-gap measure.

Traffic volume today 


Traffic deaths in California 
for the first eleven months of 
1975 rose 226 over the same 
period in 1974, according to 
Highway Patrol Commis­ 
sioner Glenn Craig. 
Said the commissioner, the 
increase over last year 
“ ...probably reflects a return 
of traffic volume to near 1973 
levels.” prior to the gasoline 
shortage. While the commis­ 
sioner's statement somewhat 
detracts from the oft heard as­ 
sertion that the 55 m.p.h. 
speed limit is the reason for 
fewer traffic deaths, it must 
also be pointed out that deaths 
in 1973 were still higher by 725 
than in 1975. 
In another vein, however, 
we would point out that just as 
traffic volume has been on the 
rise, so have been gasoline 
prices and during the same 
period of time, which leads us 
to submit, again, that higher 


gasoline prices are not cor­ 
relative to fewer miles, or 
cars, driven. 
Along with the 55 m.p.h. 
speed limit, the threat of 
higher gasoline prices at the 
pump as a means of conserv­ 
ing gasoline has had us miffed 
since it was originally men­ 
tioned as the cornerstone of 
the President’s energy fuel 
economy drive. We believe 
people will take from Peter to 
pay Paul, as least as regards 
the family budget, and that 
gasoline will be the budget 
item given priority. 
Given what the patrol com­ 
missioner says is true, and 
that in spite of high prices 
traffic volume has returned to 
its previous levels, there is no 
reason to believe that even 
higher prices will, for very 
long, curtail either the 
numbers of drivers or the 
numbers of miles they drive. 


Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Ahderson 
Carl Albert's checklist 


WASHINGTON - Every day House 
Speaker Carl Albert carefully chronicles 
his activities in a black plastic binder 
Each page is a mimeographed form 
containing a detailed check list, which he 
uses to keep a record of his physical 
fitness He diligently answers the ques­ 
tions in a hasty, pinched calligraphy. 
There are tew days 
when the Speaker 
doesn't fill the form 
with affirmative nota­ 
tions 
“ Yes” to the 
Canadian Air Force 
exercises 
“ Yes” to 
the mile walk “ Yes” 
to the 30-minute nap 
Did he gargle three 
times0 Yes. again 
Only one question 
draws a persistently 
negative response 
from the speaker 
alcohol. His health log flatly contradicts 
the whispered reports that he has a 
drinking problem 
The whispers, nevertheless, keep 
rustling through the backrooms of 
Washington There was the Saturday 
night in 1972. for example, when Albert 
smashed his car into two parked vehicles 
on a well-lit Washington street But in­ 
timates insist he was cold sober; he 
merely has the misfortune to be a horri­ 
ble driver 
Witnesses have seen him wobbly at 
Washington parties. But some of his 
closest acquaintances say his only 
alcohol problem is an exceptionally low 
tolerance for liquor Two drinks, we 
were told, affect Albert like an alcohol 
blitz 
“ I have never in my life had a drinking 
problem'” the Little Giant from Bugtus- 
sle, Okla . told us 
I've never taken a 
drink when the House was in session. 
Why no one has ever smelled liquor on 
my breath when I’m in the Chair.” He 
hadn't touched a drop, he added, in the 
past six weeks 
The health log also helps the Speaker 
monitor the daily therapy he pursues for 
an occupational ailment 
hoarseness. 
To relieve his sore throat, he goes 
through an antiphonary ritual that he 
calls the "hum-chew” exercise. 
“ You pretend you’re chewing,” he ex­ 
plained. “ first time around on maybe a 
piece of tough steak, then a piece of 
tender steak, third tune maybe mashed 
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Ford vs. New York: TKO 


potatoes or something else soft But 
while you’re chewing, what you do is 
hum or maybe recite nursery rhymes 
Like this..." 
The Speaker’s tenor tones dropped to a 
murky bass level as his jaws slowly 
masticated an imaginary steak 
His 
jowls shook slightly and his ruddy, 
freckled face flushed whtle his throat 
muscles got their exercise 
It was a laborious speech from a man 
noted for his oratorical ability: “ May-rv 
had a li ttle lam-mmb; her flee-eece was 
whii-tte as snow " 


Sometimes the Speaker repeats all 
verses of the nursery rhyme as he moves 
through the several stages of the exer­ 
cise. Sometimes he shifts from nursery 
rhymes to a carefully exaggerated 
candence: “ Onne. Twoooo Threee ...” 


Albert said his “ hum-chew” exercise 
has helped his throat 


His heavy responsibilities, he con­ 
fided, cause his only real “ health” 
problem — tiredness 
His colleagues 
have noticed the Speaker's weariness 
One of his staunchest friends in Congress 
told us: “ Carl hasn’t been back on his 
feet since his trip to China.. The jet lag 
really got to him." 


According to the colleague. Albert 
recently fell asleep at a party they were 
attending He nodded away over a coke 
in the middle of a conversation 


But the feisty, five-foot-four former 
wrestler is a long way from in­ 
capacitating fatigue “ I can tell you.” he 
said, “ 1 may be old and tired, but if 
somebody, some guy wants to take me on 
physically, he’ll have to be a hell of a lot 
bigger, or a lot younger!” 


Albert's health log and his calorie 
counter help keep him trim as well as 
alert His log shows he has slimmed 
down, at the rate of a pound or two a day. 
to 155 pounds 
He carefully watches his diet. At an 
after-hours party before he began his re­ 
cent abstinence. Speaker Albert 
switched from bourbon to Scotch in mid- 
drink when one of his colleagues told him 
Scotch was less fattening 
Albert has one problem ; he can’t seem 
to keep an apartment In the last five 
years, he has been burned out of two 
apartments The fires caused a com­ 
bined damage calculated at $28,300 
According to the District of Columbia 
fire marshal’s investigations, both fires 
were caused by cigarettes. Sources close 
to the Speaker explained that his wife. 
Mary, accidentally had started both late- 
night fires while she was alone 
Once she almost burned herself, the 
sources said, when she tried after a 
shampoo to dry her hair in an open 
kitchen oven 
The fire department 
rescued the unconscious Mrs 
Albert 
from the second fire. The official in­ 
vestigative report notes: "No prosecu­ 
tion. occupant under medication.” 
Albert's fidelity to his daily log is 
typical of the regimen the 28-vear con­ 
gressional veteran has set for himself 
He usually begins his day at 5:30 a m 
and works until the last reception of the 
night has adjourned. The forms in his 
health log often bear the admission that 
he didn’t get to bed on time 
Between that early waking and late 
bedding, Carl Albert occupies the third 
most powerful position in the land 


Concerning the turn-around of Mr 
Ford, a few observations: 
1 Did he do the right thing0 Here is an 
example of the use of litotes — He did 
not do the wrong thing My own feeling is 
that New York and the country would 
have been better off tasting the ignominy 
of bankruptcy. 
This is not said out 
of any fatuous desire 
to cause people to suf­ 
fer It is said out of a 
concern that a lesson 
necessary to future 
health should be com­ 
pletely learned Dur­ 
ing the siege of Khe- 
sanh there were a few 
of us who proposed the 
use of tactical nuclear 
weapons not so much 
because these and only 
these could save Khe- 
sahn — was much and more firepower 
was available from our B-52’s. We felt it 
important to establish that these 
weapons would not trigger a worldwide 
nuclear war 
The notion that the bankruptcy of New 
York City would bring unemployment in 
Düsseldorf is a mischievous superstition 
it would have been well to dissipate, and 
could have been if New York City had 
simply defaulted on its bonds, invoked 
the bankruptcy laws, and a court ap­ 
pointed a trustee The technical amend­ 
ments to that law. as suggested by 
Senator James L Buckley and tacked on 
as amendments to the proposed banking 
bill, were sensible and helpful 
2 At this point President Ford was 
playing the role of the Intransigent He 
would not “ bail out” New York City. In 
retrospect there is little doubt that, final­ 
ly. the power-brokers in New York began 
to believe him For one thing, they had 
lost the confidence of critical members 
of the Senate by crying W olf 
metronomically — and then finding ways 


to take care of their own problems. 
The two critical capitulations were 
made in Albany, and in the headquarters 
of the major city unions Albany, invok­ 
ing a precedent dating back to the great 
depression, and done then for the benefit 
of home owners, decreed that there 
would be a moratorium in cashing 
matured bonds. The difference between 
this and default is entirely technical; 
that is to say. the creditor with the 
matured bond sees no difference 
between default, and the substitution of 
another bond at a pre-stipulated rate of 
interest redeemable some day in the 
future 


It is important to understand that the 
City has in tact defaulted. That what it 
hasn’t done is “ defaulted” under the 
traditional law — which law was 
changed for the occasion And the labor 
unions agreed to purchase several 
billion dollars of city bonds with their 
pension funds. 


3. At this point President Ford faced 
what was really a phychological 
problem If he had refused to authorize 
what is really only the swing money to 
keep New York City in operation, he'd 
have emerged as an unreasonable man 
He had won his principal points. New 
York had trimmed its budget, agreed to 
raise additional taxes, set up a board not 
entirely immune to political pressure but 
one step removed from it to govern mat­ 


ters relating to the budget; and Ford’s 
own Secretary of the Treasury is 
authorized to stop federal payments — 
which in anv case are to be reimbursed 
— any time New York runs behind in its 
scheduled obligations. It was not a clean 
theoretical victory, but it was an em­ 
pirical victory Leaving, however, a few 
unanswered questions: 
4 Will the new state hoard prove to be 
sufficiently independent of direct 
political pressure to effect genuine 
reform? To talk back to the teachers’ 
bureaucracy?, to the sanitationmen?. to 
the city’s civil servants? What will the 
bond-buying public do when the city and 
the state issue their next set of bonds9 
How will 
they greet the phrase, 
“ promise to pay” now that it is es­ 
tablished that a promise by New York 
City to pay is as easily coped with as by 
postponing the due date by simple act of 
the legislature? 
My guess is that future bond-buvers 
are going to be much more cautious, and 
might express that caution in demanding 
a premium rate of interest And. finally, 
what will be the long-term effect of the 
new taxes0 A successful writer the other 
day explained that at this moment, he 
pays 50'; federal tax. 14% state tax, 4% 
city tax. and4'i unincorporated business 
tax That man is going to have to pay still 
more. One can only predict that the ex­ 
cesses of Paree are going to drive people 
back to the farm

dividual who has an interest in the 
technical aspects of electronics and com­ 
munications. He must pass a technical 
examination given by the FCC for his 
license of which there are 5 different 
classes. The hobby of amateur radio 
began over 50 years ago. The licensed 
amateur operates his equipment in 
specified short wave frequency bands. 
He may tune his transmitter to a 
frequency of his choice within the band 
rather than confine his operation to a 
numbered channel. 


The amateur oftentimes builds his own 
equipment, tests it and talks with other 
amateurs on technical matters. Many 
are employed in the electronics industry. 
Many are not. However, almost all have 
an interest in the technical aspects of 
communications. When there is in­ 
terference to radio and television 
receivers he does his best to filter out the 
interference with traps The amateur 
has a call sign which he uses along with 
his true name or nickname. 


The citizens band operator needs only 
$3.00 to buy a license from the FCC. This 
hobby if you want to call it that, began 
about 15 years ago There is no examina­ 
tion required for licensing and few 
CB’ers are technically competent. Some 
use their equipment for meaningful com­ 
munications of a personal or business 
nature However, the majority use their 
equipment to “ small talk” with each 
other using “ funny little names.” rather 
than their assigned call signs, to prevent 
identification by the authorities. They 
engage in malicious interference to 
those attempting to carry on meaningful 
communications. They operate in fixed 
channels they switch to rather than a 
chosen frequency within a band. Many 
use high power which is illegal. 


The FCC is unable to stop the abuse of 
radio communications by CB operators 
because they lack the manpower and 
there is too much pressure on them by 
the manufacturers of CB equipment

IRS abuse 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - Your in­ 
come tax forms are not held in con­ 
fidence. 


Thousands are regularly looked at by 
the Justice Department, the Securities 
and Exchange Commission, Congres­ 
sional committees and other assorted 
agencies and branches of the federal and 
state governments 
Sometimes for very 
good 
reason, 
sometimes in fishing 
expeditions 
for 
suspected law viola­ 
tions of one type or 
another 
and 
sometimes merely to 
secure background in­ 
formation as to what 
kind of a person you 
are. 


In the first half of 
1974 alone, the Inter­ 
nal Revenue Service supplied the 
Department of Justice with 6.114 
returns. U.S. attorneys with 9.570, the 
Securities and Exchange Commission 
with 238... and on and on and on. 


The Civil Aeronautics Board used tax 
returns to look into profits on charter 
flights They were used to investigate 
alleged kickbacks by a borrower from 
the Rural Electrification Administra­ 
tion They have been used by combined 
strike forces attacking organized crime. 
Committees have used them to learn 
who has information on something being 
investigated For a time, the data in in­ 
come tax forms was used to screen 
prospective jurors in federal cases. 


In many instances the user has 
provided the IRS with no serious or 
specific justification for seeking the 
material. In others the IRS has taken the 
initiative and suggested that another 
agency ask it for information on an in­ 
dividual. 


Some of these forms are widely cir­ 
culated without adequate controls to 
various and sundry departments. 


There has been a growing demand for 
tax returns by U.S. attorneys for in­ 
vestigative purposes, with no assurance 
that these politically appointed, usually 
politically ambitious men will not use 
them illegally to discredit political oppo­ 
nents. 


Congressional committees have used 
tax information for developing in­ 
vestigative leads, providing excellent op­ 
portunities for political abuse. 


As the official Administrative 
Conference of the United States — which 
made the study on which much of this 
column is based — notes in a detailed 
report provided Congress, some in­ 
teresting information has been 
developed on past White House requests 
for tax returns. 


“ Early in the Kennedy administration, 
Carmine S. Bellino, a special consultant 
to the President, entered into arrange­ 
ments with the Internal Revenue Service 
to inspect tax returns and associated 
documents. 
“ Similarly, in the Nixon administra­ 
tion, Clark R. Mollenhoff, Deputy 
Counsel to the President, reached an un­ 
derstanding with the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue concerning the inspec­ 
tion of tax returns. 


“ So far as is known, neither individual 
had an actual Presidential order to in­ 
spect tax returns. They merely exer­ 
cised the influence of the White House to 
obtain access to tax information. 
“ In the Watergate investigation, 
further evidence was developed that tax 
return information was improperly tran­ 
smitted to the White House... 
“ A few weeks after President Ford 
took office, he issued an executive order 
designed to control White House access 
to tax information...” But, the Ad­ 
ministrative Conference notes, ex­ 
ecutive orders can be changed at will by 
any president or his successors. 
there is evidence the present head of 
the IRS. over strong opposition, is at­ 
tempting to eradicate some of the abuses 
outlined above. However effective he 
will prove remains to be seen for he is 
already in hot water for his efforts.
